LECTURES.

PRAYER-SONGS OF THE 
CHURCH. 

Congregational singing, with its mental 
and moral reactions, was the principal theme 
ot Mr. Hubert Rooney’s address on Gregoria” 
chant which he gave at the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, Dublin, last night. 
Dwelling upon the wealth and beauty of the 
chants that were intended to be sung by the 
people, he deplored the decline in mass sing- 
ing generally, aud congregational singing im 
particular. Those who had heard the “Credo"”' 
or Benedictus hymns sung Ay great masses 


of people at Rome, at Lourdes and elsewhere 
knew how grand and expressive it could be, 
and in the unitying element of plainsong 
Christians from. any part ‘oi the world could 
join immediately in _ these liturgical acts. 
[he chant fitted easily and aaturally into 
any nationality It knew no boundaries; 
much of it was the work of Irish composers 
at home and ahroad, and the heritage of 


every land and every age. 


He had been taken to task as having 
decried the modern mechanisation of music. 
That had not been his intention: but his 
point was that it could never compensate for 
the decay and refining influence of the study 
and personal performance of music, and 
especially vocal music; and that if mechanisa- 
ticn tended to Jessen individual achieve- 
ment and expression, it was by ho means an 


unmixed blessing. 


He was anxious to prove that ordinary 
people, without much previous musical know- 
ledge, could be taught to unite in these early 
prayer-songs of the Church. They were fresh 
and unsullied after their thousand vears of 
life, and he ventured to prophesy that they 
would stil: endure when much modern music 


was dead. 


After some technical instruction the audience 
sang through a Benediction Service and other 


simple chants.

_ FitzRalph was promoted Dean of Lichfield 
in this year, but was back again at Avignon 
within twelve months on an official lawsuit. 
This second residence at Avignon lasted 
seven years, and during this time FitzRalph 
came into contact with many of the leading 


FitzRalph was back at Lichfield in 1345, 
and was elected Archbishop of Armagh im 
the following year. He was in Ireland for 
the Black Death in 1348-9, and two of his 
sermons give interesting details as to 
the ravages of the plague in County 
Louth, where it was especially violent. 
In. the, summer of 1349 Fitz alph was 
commissioned to visit Avignon for a third 
time and to petition the Pope for a grant of 
the Jubilee Indulgence of the Holy Year 
(1550) for both Ireland and England. This 
visit is also marked by the first signs of the 
coming quarrel with the Mendicant Orders, 
for which FitzRalph’s name is best re- 
membered to-day. His friend and patron, 
Clement VI., asked him to serve as one of 
a commission of three bishops who were 
to inquire into the whole problem of the 
mendicant privileges, and from that date Fitz- 
Ralph becomes the protagonist of the secular 
clergy in their campaign against the friars. 
He returned to Ireland in 1 and wrote his 
treatise on poverty in County Louth, far from 
the libraries and other facilities of the Papal 
| Court. The book was completed in 1356, and 
in the following year FitzRalph crossed to 
London, where he preached a series of famous 
sermons against the friars at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. But in the meantime he had been 
active as a zealous and reforming bishop in 
the Diocese of Armagh, and his sermon-notes 
make it possible to reconstruct his wanderings 
as he preached and visited the various towns

(O'Connell and Hogan relating 
to these documents. Carberry, when he 
was putting the documents in the enve- 
lope, looked at them, and, realising his 
duty and that Colonel Hogan had no 
right to them, handed them on the follow- 
ng day to his superior officer, Colonel 
broy. These documents were most im- 
portant. and confidential, and their 
character must he preserved, 

‘The documents, as you see, did not 
get as far as Colonel Hogan, and the 
attempt te communicate the information 
failed, but the attempt is also an offence. 

’ The facts speak so clearly,”’ said the 
Attorney-General, ' that I am sure you 
men of the jur+ will have no trouble in 
coming to the conclusion tha the 
Inspector would not take upon himself to 
take a bundle of important documents 
from the file in his offiee without some 
prior intimation that they would be wel- 
comed by someone, or that he did it at the 
request from someone for the information 
they held.”’ 


NO COVERING LETTER, 


The Attorney-General said that the 
prosecution regarded as very important 
the fact that no covering letter was sent 
with the bundle of documents. Hogan, 
if he had received the decuments without 
a covering letter, and not knowing who 
sent them, might well have thought that 
they had dropped from the sky, and, 
therefore, the inference to be drawn from 
Inspector O'Connell omitting to put in a 
covering letter was uncapable of any other 
explanation other than that there was an

say that the “ book’’ was being sent up, 
said that it was connected with the 
previous actions of Inspector O’Connel] 
in handing the documents to Carberry 
with a view to having them transmitted 
to Portobello. 

“ Inspector O'Connell,” continued the 
Attorney-Genera], ‘‘ignored his superior 
officer, and chose a time when his superior 
officer was out of the office. If he chose 
that time surreptitiously to take these 
documents out and transmit them to 
Portobello Barracks, that, so far as the 
facts already stated go, supports all the 
charges here alleged against the accused. 
They are sufficient in themselves to 
estabiish that Inspector O’Connell had 
been induced to agree to slip these docu- 
ments out of headquarters and send them 
to a person who had no authority what- 
ever to receive them. 

“The matter, however, did not rest 
there. The actions of Inspector O’Connell 
and Colonel Hogan when they realised, 
some days later, that the documents never 
reached their destination brought the 
matter further. O’Connell got into a 
panic, and the telephone wires between 
the Kilmainham Dépét and Portobello 
Barracks started humming. 


BARRACKS INQUIRY. 


““Carberry,”” said the  Attorney- 
General, ‘“‘ was, during certain conversa- 
tions, condemned as an idiot, he having 
failed to carry out the object entrusted 
tochim. ~O’ Connell questioned Carberry 
closely several times, and: always took 
pains to avoid the presence of Colonel 
Broy. On the 11th February O'Connell 
asked Carberry to go to. Portobello 
Barrack¢ to discuss the delivery of the 
documents at the barracks, and it was 
quite evident that Colonel. Hogan was 
expecting these documents. A number of 
ofiicers and men were paraded, and there 
was a general inquiry as to what 
happened on the previous Monday. Car- 
berry, of course, had handed the docn- 
ments to Colonel Broy the day aftcr he 
received them, but he told Inspector 
O'Connell that he had handed them in at 
the entrance gate of Portobello Barracks.”’’ 

The Attorney-General concluded bv 
asking the jury, on the evidence, to find 
that the prisoners were guilty of a breach 
of the Official Secrets Act, Inspector 
O'Connell in attempting to pass secret 
State documents to Colonel Hogan, and 
ihe latter in attempting to receive them. 
The offence was regarded as a very serious 
one. 


CARBERRY’S EVIDENCE. 


Evidence. was.then gone into. 

Michael Thomas Carberry stated that he 
is a detective 6ficer émployed at Kilmain- 
ham. Colonel Neligan was in charge, but 
he went on compulsory leave about the 19th 
December, Deputy Commissioner Coogan 
then took over charge, and about 
February 2nd, 1933, Colonel Broy took 
over command, and Inspector O'Connell 
was under him. Witness was a typist, 
but sometimes did filing also. 

On the 6t: February he saw Inspector 
O’Connell going into his office, and about 
1 o’clock he approached witness and had 
a conversation with him. : 

Mr. M. Maguire—Tell the jury what it 
was.—He had a number of documents in 
his hand, and he asked me to have these 
documents delivered to Colonel Hogan. 
remarking that they were very important 
documents. 

What were his exact words ?—He said: 
‘“Mick, I want you to deliver. these to 
Colonel Hogan at Portobello Barracks, 
and don’t say anything to Colonel Broy 
about it, because, if Broy knew anything 
about it, there would be a row. Colone! 
Hocan wants to make a dossier of them.”’ 

The witness was here handed a bundle of 
documents, which he identified; also an 
envelope addressed to Colonel Hogan, and 
marked ‘‘ personal.” 

Continuing, he said that Detective- 
Officer McKenna came into the room, 
went to the telephone, and, though wit- 
ness could not catch exactly what he said, 
he heard the word ‘‘Portobello,’’ and, also, 
‘He is sending you over that book. 
McKenna came over to the table. and 
said, “Ts that the book?” and witness 
replied “ No.” | Witness saw the docu- 
ments. and they were marked ‘very 
secret.” He handed them over to 
Colonel Broy about 8.30 p.m. on the 7th 
February. Witness had looked for 
Colonel Broy before that, but he was not 
in the office. On Tuesday, February 7th, 
Inspector’ O'Connell said: '' Are you 
doing that?” and witness could not 
recollect if he said “ Yes.”

After iuncheor, Detective Officer Carberry 
continued his direct examination, 

Mr.’ Maguire—What kind of documents 
are they? They are decuments on Com- 
munism. 

Apart from their subject matter? They 
are documents in the official custody of the 
police department. - 

Mr. Fitzgerald then opened his cross- 
examination. 

‘‘ Have you a bad memory!” he asked. 
“ Not particularly bad,” replied Carberry. 

If I point out discrepancies in your evi- 
dence before the District Justice, éan: you 
explain them? I have been unwell since the 
District Court hearing. 

Carberry said that two people in his office 
had been promoted, but not, he said, over 
bis head. 

Asked how he regarded Inspector O’Con- 
nell, witness said that he rese some 
things he had asked him to do, 

Because he passed over you for promo- 
tion? No. 

I suggest that it is a fabrication for you 
to say that Inspector O'Connell said you 
were to address this envelope to Portobello 
Barracks? Did he not say that Colonel 
Hogan was at headquarters’? No. 

Of course, you knew Colonel Hogan was 
at headquarters between 9 and 5 each day?

Mr. Fitzgerald then questioned Carberry 
about times when it was alleged O’Conneil 
beckoned witness to leave the office for - 
conversation, end asked Carberry if he ever 
beckoned to O'Connell. Witness replied that 
he never beckoned. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—On the 9th February did 
he ask you what you did with the letter, 
and did he tell you that you were an honest, 
decent fellow, and what did you say? I did 
not say anything. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I suggest that on the date 
on which you got the documents that you 
went to Celonel Broy and said that O’Conneil 
said you were not to let him see them? I 
certainly did say that.

You never mentioned that in the court 
below?

When did you tell your authorities about 
it? About three weeks ago.

N the Free State Senate to-morrow 
the Land Purchase Annuities Bill 
will be on the Order Paper for 

Committee Stage, and a motion will be 
made Senator. Seumas Robinson to 
take all further stages at the same 
sitting. This is the bill which gives the 
Government the right to make use of the 
money in the Suspense Account for Exche- 
quer purposes: It is necessary that the bill 
should be finally passed, and signed by the 
Governor-General before Friday, otherwise 
the payment of over a million pounds to the 
County Councils would be held up.

CORK HARBOUR BILL,

RETURNED AMERICAN 
SENTENCED.

CARRICKMAUCRUSS, Monday. 

A young, well-dressed man appeared in 
custody at the District Court here to-day, 
charged with posing as a Free State Customs 
officer, and thereby collecting duties on 
Saturday evening last at Culloville frontier, 
between Armagh and Monaghan. He was 
James McCusker, of Crossmaglen, Co.

DUTY ON IMPORTS:

The Department of Industry and Com- 
merce in Dublin has issued an official 
statement that the existing duty of a half- 

nny per 1-lb. on imported bread made 
rom wheaten flour or meal has been in- 
creased to ld. per 1-lb., as from midnight, 
27th-28th inst. The increased duty has 
been imposed by an order under the Emer- 
gency Imposition of Duties Act, 1932 
(No. 16 of 1932). 

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce 1s satisfied that County Donegal is 
now able to meet its own requirements in 
wheaten bread, with the exception of the 
Milford area. Arrangements have been 
made for the opening of a bakery in that 
district in a few weeks’ time, and in the 
meantime facilities have been granted to a 
Donegal trader to enable him to import, 
free of duty, such quantities of bread as 
may be required for that area.

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Yesterday the British Government em- 
barked on the penultimate stage of its 
momentous scheme of Indian reform. In 
the House of Commons the Secretary of 
State for India proposed the appointment 
of a Joint Select ‘Committee of both 
Houses, which will examine, and will re- 
port upon, the Cabinet's scheme for the 
future government of India. A similar 
resolution will be moved in the House of 
Lords next week, and, if both Houses 
agree, the Joint Select Committee, includ- 
ing some twelve members from each House, 
will be appointed without delay. Its duty 
will be, in effect, to consult representatives 
of the Indian States and of British India, 
and to draft the new Constitution, which 
will repeal the existing Government of 
India Act. During recent weeks the tide 
of Conservative opposition to the Govern- 
ment’s Indian plans; as outlined in the 
White Paper, has risen steadily ; and to- 
day a body of some seventy Conservative 
members is prepared to resist those plans 
to the uttermost. The whole country, in- 
deed, begins to realise that they represent 
a large and perilous departure from the 
policy of Sir John Simon's report, and 
that a scheme which was limited at the 
outset to provincial reform has been 
expanded into an attack upon the whole 
machinery of central government. The 
Conservative minority has tabled no 
amendment to Sir Samuel Hoare’s motion, 
for the sole reason that the appointment 
of the Joint Select Committee will decide 
nothing. The real battle will be opened 
when that Committee’s draft bill for the 
future government of India is submitted 
to Parliament. 

Already it is manifest that the Govern- 
ment’s plans will work no miracle of 
peace in India. On the one hand, Congress 
assails them with vehement vituperation, 
and even the moderates are not satisfied. 
Their discontent can be understood; for 
the scheme bristles with safeguards. Its 
main feature, as our readers know, is a 
two-Chamber Federa] Legislature at the 
centre, composed of representatives of the 
States and of British India, with an 
Executive responsible to the Chambers ; 
and eleven autonomous Provincial Govern- 
ments, elected on a franchise which give: 
a vote to about one-quarter of the adult 
population. The safeguards, however, 
which surround the promised measure of 
Dominion status, as embodied in a central 
Government, are many and formidable. 
Defence and External Affairs remain com- 
pletely in the Governor-General’s control. 
He retains large powers in matters of 
finance; and in certain fields of “ special 
responsibility ” he may refuse the advice 
of his Ministers and may legislate by 
decree over their heads. The Indian 
Nationalists protest that a form of govern- 
ment which does not include the fullest 
financial control is not self-government at 
all. On the other hand, two essential 
influences in the peace and progress of 
India remain dissatisfied. The Moslem 
minority, though it will have one-third of 
the whole representation at the centre, 
keeps its hate and suspicion of the 
Hindu majority. Recent debates in the 
Chamber of Princes showed that, although 
they will be represented strongly in both 
Houses at Delhi, the Princes are uneasy 
and will require further safeguards. They 
are fearful that ‘‘democracy will ruin 
kingship.”’ 

The safeguards, however ,daunting to 
Indian hopes, are vital; and no bill which 
should weaken the White Paper’s reserva- 
tions would have any prospect of passage 
through the Imperial Parliament. Indeed, 
the Government's main task will be 
to satisfy Parliament that the safeguards 
mean genuine security. On this point Sir 
Samuel Hoare’s statement yesterday was 
confident and definite. He did not flinch 
before that grisly corpse of Irish “' safe- 
guards ’’ which the Conservative minority 
has exhumed. We learn now that the Irish 
“safeguards” always were fraudulent, 
although ten years ago Mr. Churchill (as 
Sir Samuel Hoare neatly reminded him) 
guaranteed that they were impregnable. 
The Indian safeguards, however, are a 
very different affair, Sir Samuel insists 
that Britain will continue to be a power 
in India through her Governor-General 
and Governors, that she will have a tight 
hold on external affairs and finance—and 
that there is always the Army. The 
weakness of his argument lies in the 
fact that, the more urgently it asks 
Englishmen to believe that the experi- 
ment is safe, the more firmly it will 
convince Indians that the concessions 
are worthless. While the benefits of 
the Government’s scheme are vague 
and doubtiul, the risks are certain 
and concrete. The adoption of Sir John 
Simon’s more modest proposal for the 
gradual development of provincial 
autonomy would have been far less risky, 
and could not have been a whit more 
disappointing to the Indian Nationalists. 


Local Elections. 
Local government elections will be held 
throughout the Free State n June, and a 
keen struggle is anticipated, Shortly after 
the recent general election Mr. Sean 
MacEntee expressed the hope that Fianna 
Fáil would secure a sweeping victory at 
the local government elections, and there 


is little doubt that they will be fought 


almost entirely on party principles. 
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| were brushed aside, As a result of this 


em the affairs of the local 
flagrant manner; but under Mr. Cos- 
grave’s Government there was a welcome 
change. The establishment of the 
| Appointments Board was one of the 
greatest reforms that ever were introduced 
in this country. Jobbery was virtually 
eliminated. Local authorities were com- 
pelled to devote their time to their real 
tasks, and those that proved themselves 
‘to be unworthy of their trust were re- 
placed by paid Commissioners. Does Mr. 
de Valera propose to undo all the good 
work of his predecessor in office? Already 
there have been attempts to short-circuit 
the Appointments Board. Changes in 
high places indicate that an official’s 
tenure of his post may depend on his 
party affiliations, or at least on the extent 
to which he is persona grata with the 
Government of the day. If the local 
elections degenerate into party contests, 
the last state of the country will 
be worse than the first. Mr. MacEntee 
seems to be particularly confident that 
Fianna Fáil will capture the Dublin 
Corporation. At present in that body the 
party, with its allies, holds thirteen out of 
thirty-five seats, as against twenty-two 
which are distributed among the Con- 
stitutionalists, the five Business repre- 
sentatives, and the Independents. Fianna 
Fail expects to secure a clear majority 
next June, and, unless the other groups 
bestir themselves, it may succeed. The 
Constitutionalists stand for the exclusion 
of politics from local affairs. There could 
be no sounder principle, and we are sur- 
prised that any party should countenance 
any attempt to restore a system that has 
been proved to be rotten. If, however, 
Fianna Fáil insists on the nomination of 
party candidates, the rest of the people 
must combine to defeat them.

Animals and Progress. 
The Morning Post has propounded an 


interesting guestion, and has obtained a 
number of interesting answers. Its ques- 
tion is: ‘‘ How are domestic animals 
adapting themselves to the.twentieth cen- 
tury age of speed and noise and fumes? ”’ 
What notable differences, for example, are 
seen in the number and type of horses and 
dogs to-day, as compared with the number 
and type of twenty or thirty years ago; 
and how—to use a modern and much- 
abused word—do they react to the condi- 
tions of the present? Horses, we learn, 
enjoy a better time Before the War the 
useful life of the horse, working in town, 
was as low as six months ; to-day not only 
has it risen to six or seven years, but 
laineness and colic virtually hawe disap- 
peared. By the advent of the motor lorry 
horses have been spared the long country 
journeys and heavy loads which killed 
them off before the War; and the eight- 
hour day has made a real ‘difference to 
horses which once might have worked four- 
teen hours out of the twenty-four. Dogs 
are becoming smaller and more numerous 
in these times, and both classes of animals 
are adapting themselves with surprising 
intelligence and skill to modern condi- 
tions. The horse has come to regard 
motor cars, with their accompaniment of 
smoke and noise, as ‘‘perfectly normal 
animals ’’ ; he is no longer afraid of them ; 
and he has no objection to petrol fumes. 
Less generally adaptable is the dog. He is 
smaller—perhaps, as a result of the “' flat- 
habit ” among owners—and more tem- 
peramental than his pre-War predecessor. 
Whereas some dogs have acquired a splen- 
did traffic sense, comparable with that of 
the telegraph messenger, others are com- 
pletely demoralised by traffic. “ Still,’’ we 
are told, “it is wonderful how most of 
them have learned that the wheels of a 
motor car are not a quarry worth 
chasing.”’

Sound Films. 


It is strange to think that only 
four years ago people refused to believe 
that the sound film had a “ future.’’ They 
called it a passing craze, an American de. 
vice to meet. European competition, and a 
nasty jar to the nerves. Even the most 
far-seeing critic of the films did not 
anticipate that within four vears the silent 
film would be a comparative rarity. Yet 
recent figures show how extensive has heen 
the encroachment of the sound film in that 
short period. To-day Europe possesses 
50,623 picture houses, of which more than 
half—17,822—are wired for sound, and the 
United States contains 19,042 houses, of 
which 13,000 are wired for sound. Out of 
the 4,950 houses in Great Britain all but 
700 can show sound films, and Russia, 
once the stronghold of the really artistic 
silent picture, shows the highest proportion 
of “sound ” against “silent” houses— 
5,000 ‘‘sound,’’ as compared with 200 
‘‘ silent.’’ Only one country of the first 
importance seems to be proof against the 
encroachment of the sound film; no more 
than 216 out of Japan's 1,485 houses are 
equipped for sound. Germany retains a 
fairly large proportion of ‘‘ silent ”’ 
houses; but more than fifty per cent. 
of the world’s picture houses have 
yielded to the invader, and the number 
of surrenders is increasing daily. These 
figures give food for thought—not 
only. on the great change which has 
been wrought in the entertainment of the 
peoples within a very few years, but on 
the huge sums which must have flowed 
into the pockets of certain corporations. 
When we consider that the world’s equip- 
ment of sound apparatus is the patent of 
a few companies, and that a few com- 
panies control the entire supply of sound 
films, it is possible to understand why 
film ‘‘stars’’ can claim larger salaries 
than princes received in their best days.

JAPAN AND THE

FORMAL NOTICE OF 
WITHDRAWAL.

TOKYO, Monday, 


Formal notification of Japan’s withdrawal 
from the League of Nations was cabled to 
Geneva by the Government this afternoon. 
This step was approved by the Privy Council 
this morning, and received the Imperial sanc- 
tion this afternoon. The text of the notifica- 
tion is being cabled abroad to Japanese Em- 
bassies for the informatien of foreign Govern- 
ments. 

To-day's step is the logical conclusion of 
Japan’s dramatic gesture. on February 24, 
when the members of her delégation walked 
out of the League assembly after the Com- 
mittee of 19 Draft Report anes Japa- 
nese aggression in Manchuria had. been 
unanimously approved. It had previously 
been decided that if the assembly adopted the 
draft resolution Japan would withdraw from 
the League. 

The resolution was based on the findings of 
the Lytton Report on Manchuria, and de- 
clined to recognise Manchukuo as an inde- 
pendent State. : 

Japan also objected to the clause which 
involved inviting the United States and Soviet 
Russia to co-operate in the work of dealing 
with the Nás dan situation. 

An Imperial rescript has been issued here 
simultaneously with the text of the notifica- 
tion of Japan's withdrawal. 
the rescript is that Japan will continue to 
co-operate with the League in all attempts to 
ensure peace, despite her secession from the 
League.

Sirn,—The Minister for Agriculture, in his 
defence of the Government’s economic policy, 
in his speech of Friday last, made statements 
with regard to live-stock prices which are 
absolutely misleading. He said that the 
Irish farmer was getting for his cattle the 
sume price as the British or Northern Ireland 
farmer, less 18s. a head. Cattle sold last 
week at Dublin Cattle Market were quoted 
at 27s. to 29s. per cwt., and the same quality 
were quoted at Belfast at 37s. to 39s. per 
cwt.—a difference of £5 in a beast of 10 cwt. 

Men who attended the annual Old. Fair of 
Cashel to-day did not see cattle sell so cheap 
for forty years. The same thing applies to 
sheep and, to a certain extent, to pigs. The 
Minister also mentioned oats. Scores of 
farmers, in every district in the South, have 
their barns full of oats, which are practically 
unsaleable. Why does not the Minister in- 
duce the Government to make the other sec- 
tions of the community share the burden of 
the '“ economic war,’ or, at least, give us 
credit for the: sacrifices which we have to 
make ?—Yours, etc., Martin F. FARRELL.

The film also was 
watched by representatives of various 
tourist organisations, including the Dutc| 
Agency, the Reisbureau Laagland van 
Harsel, which has been interested in the 
possibilities of Ireland as a holiday centre 
by Mr. D. L. Kelleher, of the Irish Tourist 
Association, in London. Mr. Kelleher has 
been successful in arranging plans for « 
summer cruise from The Hague to Ireland - 
in August. Special arrangements have 
been made for the display of the film at 
The Hague on Friday next at one of the 
finest picture theatres there, the City Film 
Theatre, when the Dutch Prime Minister, 
M. Rys de Beren Broek, and the members 
of the Government wil] be present. 


The Amsterdam International. 


Herr Hitler’s reported decision to 
imitate the action of Signor Mussolini in 
compelling the trade anions of Germany 
to come under reorganisation as a cor- 
poration of the State, if it is carried out, 
will threaten possibly the very existence 
of the world-wide Labour federation known 
as the Amsterdam International. The 
president of this body is Mr. Citren, but 
its secretary and a large proportion of its 
staff are of German origin. It has been 
weakened already by the destruction of the 
trade unions in Italy and by the Red 
Trade Union International, whose head- 
eae are in Soviet Russia. and now 
epends largely on the support of British 
and German workers. If there is a com- 
pulsory withdrawal of the largest national 
organisation within its ranks, the conse- 
quences must be serious for this inter- 
national Labour organisation. 


Railwaymen’s Wages. 


Negotiations in regard to railway wages 
may be resumed shortly; for the threo 
trade unions interested have expressed 
their willingness to discuss any proposals 
suggested by the railway companies for a 
revision of the Railways Act of 1921. The 
managers of the railway companies take 
the view that the machinery set un bv 
the Act for the negotiation of wages and 
working conditions proved to be unsatis- 
factory in the recent inquiry before the 
National Wages Board, but nothing 1s 
known about the changes, if any, which 
they propose to suggest.  [n the circum- 
stances it is possible that the negotiations 
will be confined to proposals for new 
machinery to deal with negotiations, but 
the question of wages also may be re- 
viewed. 


lrish Tweeds. 


Irish tweeds are coming into strong 
demand, and a representative display of 
Gaeltacht tweeds, shown at the reception 
given by the Free State High Commis- 
sioner on St. Patrick’s Day, has been 
bought in its entirety by one of the bigyest 
stores in the West End. This is the second 
sale of the kind during the last few weeks, 
a former transaction being the sale of the 
entire stock of Irish tweeds shown at thie 
British Industries Fair to one of the Icad 
ing West End drapers. 


The International Horse Show. 


The decision, announced to-day, that 
there will be no International Horse Show 
at Olympia this year, will be received 
with disappointment in many circles 
Great efforts have been made by some we! 
known sportsmen to arrange that a show 
should be held, but, in face of the decision 
of the shareholders to wind up the com- 
pany voluntarily, these efforts have failed 
The show was one of the most remarka)l!: 
features of the London season, and gas 
employment to a very considerable number 
of people. 

Flying Clubs. 


Although the membership of th 
principal British flying clubs showed a 
slight falling off last. year, compared wi' 
1931, the flying time per member showed 
an increase. With the spending power ©! 
so many people reduced, it is not surpris 
ing that there was a decline in membe 
ship; but the falling off was less tha: 
four hundred. The figures were: 6,320 
19352, compared with 6,711 in 1931, wh 
the total fiving time in the twenty-three 
clubs to which the statistics relate was 
28,350 hours, compared with 28.686 in the 
previous year. These figures do not take 
into account the newly-formed local clubs 
or those connected witn the Services. sc 
that actually private flying was fully 
maintained during the past year. 

Old fron for Japan. 

Japan appears to have taken up the 
réle of international old iron merchant, 
since, in addition to the numerous pur- 
chases of surplus ships from this country, 
there has been extensive buying of scrap 
-,aetal in the United States. America Is 
finding in Japan an outlet for her dis 
carded motor cars, and one car-breakin2 
concern alone is shipping upwards of four 
thousand cars a month. When the 
American steel mills were in full opera- 
tion, most of the scrap metal was bought 
by Japan, but, now that supplies from 
this source are reduced, old metal in 
various forms, from worn railway rails to 
wrecked motor cars, is being purchased.

E Northern railway strike has now 

completed its eighth week, and, as 
yet, there is little evidence of its coming 
to an early termination. 

It had been hoped in trade union circles 
that Wednesday’s conference, arranged to 
take place in Dublin at the request of the 
Free State Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce, between representatives of the rail- 
way unions and the companies, would have 
been an all-Ireland conference, but it is 
now stated that the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway (Northern Counties’ Com- 
mittee) will not be represented. 

The conference has been called to deal 
with the position which will arise in the 
Free State when the Government subsidy 
ceases on the 30th April. The Northern 
Counties’ Committee of the L.M.8. operates 
entirely in Northern Ireland, and is not 
directly concerned in these discussions, 
and, therefore, will not be represented at 
the meeting. 


MORE DRIVERS AT WORK. 


During the week-end, it is stated, the 
Great Northern Railway Company secured 
the services of an additional number of 
drivers who had been on strike. There 
is a prospect of the extension of the train 
services in the near future. 

The cattle traffic on the G.N.R. from 
County Fermanagh yesterday was the 
heaviest to Belfast since the strike com- 
menced., 

In view of continued heavy goods traffic 
on Larne-Stranraer route, two L.M.S. 
steamers reached Larne this morning, and 
returned to Stranraer this evening with 
full cargoes. 

Rail strike position at Enniskillen 
showed a remarkable improvement to-day, 
heavy goods train services running, cattle 
specials leaving, and there being also 
increased passenger traffic. Two engine 
drivers on strike re-joined the service to- 
day. Further extensions of train-running 
are expected this week. 


REVOLVERS IN THE LAGAN, 


Two revolvers and a Mills bomb were 
observed on the bed of the River Lagan at 
Queen's Bridge, Belfast, this evening at 
low tide. The discovery was made shortly 
after six o’clock during the homeward 
rush of people from business, and in a 
short time a large crowd collected, with 
the result that traffic, both vehicular and 
pedestrian, was interrupted. It is under- 
stood that the police will make an effort 
to recover the weapons.

MOUNT EVEREST 
FLIGHT TEST

GALE BLOWING ON THE 
| MOUNTAIN, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PURNEA BIRHAR, Monday. 


Owing to a north-west gale of 73 miles 
per hour blowing on the mountain, the 
test flight which the members of the Hous- 
ton Mount Everest expedition had in- 
tended to make to-day was cancelled, and 
it was announced this evening that it 
would probably not be attempted to-- 
morrow either, owing to the unfavourable 
weather. 

Visibility is still unsatisfactory, and it 
is undesirable to make the attempt when 
the wind is blowing more than fifty miles 
an hour at the summit. On the other 
hand, if it is less than fifteen miles an 
hour, a vacuum might be created, which 
would pull the aeroplanes down. A south- 
easterly wind would be most suitable for 


this, as the north-wester is the prevailing 
one at this season. 

Colonel Etherton, the organising secre- 
tary of the expedition, who arrived here 
yesterday from Nepal, spent to-day with 
some other members of the expedition dis- 
cussing plans for the attempt, while the 
Marquess of Clydesdale went off to Kalim- 
pong in his own machine. There he gave 
the children of the great orphanage and 
settlement a thrill by dropping a message 
of greeting from his ’plane into their play- 
ground.

SOME INDIAN VIEWS, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Monday. 


Mr. Gandhi will not be permitted to 
make a public statement on the British 
Government's White Paper in India. Mr. 
Maurice Hallet (Secretary to the Home 
Department of the Government of India) 
stated to-day in the Council of State that 
it was not in accordance with the policy of 
the Government to permit such a state- 
ment, but there was nothing to prevent 
Mr. Gandhi and other prisoners from 
bringing their views to the notice of the 
Government. 

Although a! criticisms of the British 
Government's ite Paper on India were 
made during the debate in the Council of 
State to-day, no amendments have, so far, 
been moved by the critics. | 
The White Paper was taken into con- 
sideration on: the simple motion of Sir 
Fazli Hussain, who also intimated the 
Government’s decision not to take part in 
the discussion, but to forward the report 
of the debate to His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. There were a dozen ers, and 
among the general objections it was urged 
that the scheme is retrograde and un- 
satisfying even to the moderate sections, 
and hence requires substantial modifica- 
tions, 4 
The debate will end to-morrow. 
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LREADY preparations are well in 

hands in political party headguarters 
for the local government elections to be 
held throughout the Free State in the 
coming June. This is larly so in 
the case oí the Fianna Fail Party, which 
hopes to Al the local government elec- 
tions as it did the general election. This 
intention was made clear in a recent 
speech at a Fianna Fail victory gathering 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, by Mr, 
MacEntee, Minister for Finance, who 
stressed the intention of his party to 
capture the local authorities, in par- 
ticular the Corporation of Dublin. 

Already the personnel and prospects of 
the party candidates in Dublin are bein 
canvassed, and plans are being prepa 
to put forward a sufficient number of 
candidates to secure a majority of the 
Council. At the last municipal election 
nineteen candidates stood in the Fianna 
Fail interests, but only seven were re- 
turned. These, with four official Labour, 
one Independent Labour and one Com- 
munist, represent the Fianna Fail voting 
strength at present in the Corporation. 
The other members are made up of 12 Con- 
stitutional group, five elected on the Com- 
mercial Register and five Independents. 
The Constitutional group, whose policy is 
to eschew all politics in the management 
and administration of municipal affairs, 
will put forward a number of candidates 
over and above the sitting members, 
amongst them a number of women in- 
terested in civic affairs. 


LABOUR'S INTENTION. 


Official Labour will make a strenuous 
effort to increase its representation, and 
there will be at least one candidate from 
the official Labour Party for each area. 

The Commercial group will remain un- 
changed in strength, as the proposal to 
abolish the Commercial Register cannot 
be given legislative effect in time for the 
coming elections, | 

No doubt the sitting Independent 
members will all seek re-election. The 
Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne) will 
again seek election in No. 2 Area (the old 
North Dock Ward), which he has repre- 
sented as Alderman for the last twenty- 
four years. 


THE POLITICAL ISSUE. 


It is held by the Constitutionalists and 
Independents that the introduction of the 
political party issue is undesirable at a 
time when Dublin ratepayers are being 
called on to pay almost £5,000 a week in 
outdoor relief and an additiona] £3,000 for 
the upkeep of the Dublin Union.. In 
such circumstances politics should be 
barred, and the efforts of all city adminis- 
trators should be to find a solution for 
this problem of unemployed and relief.

DUBLIN TRIAL OF FREE 


STATE OFFICERS. 


The trial opened in the Crimina] Court, 
Dublin, yesterday, of Colonel Michael 
Hogan, of the Irish Free State Army, and 
Inspector Edward M. O’Connell, of the 
Crimes Branch of the Civic Guards, who 
are charged with breaches of the Official 
Secrets Act—larceny of State documents, 
and conspiracy to steal those documents. 

The Attorney-General, outlining the 
case, said that Inspector O’Connel! had 
control of, or access to, certain documents, 
and the State alleged that both the ac- 
cused conspired and agreed to communi- 
cate these documents, and that Inspector 
O'Connell agreed to communicate them to 
Colonel Hogan, who had no authority to 
moun them.

THE MONEYS IN THE 
SUSPENSE ACCOUNT. 


Re Our Potrricat CORRESPONDENT, 


Wee the financial year closing on next 
Friday, March 3lst, attention is 
naturally being directed to the balancing 
of the year’s accounts, and the production 
of the Free State Budget for the coming 
ear. 
. From the information available to the 
public in the statement of revenue and ex- 
penditure published from week to week the 


financial position would me to be by 


no means unsatisfactory. This informa- 
tion, however, is not sufficient to enable a 
complete estimate to be made, and because 
of the number of other factors which have 
-to be taken into account, and which are 
known only to the Ministry for Finance, 
it is impossible to guage exactly how the 
balancing of the year’s accounts will work 


out. 
PUBLIC ANXIETY. 

The Budget statement of the Minister 
will furnish the requisite information, and 
it is not too much to say that the public 
is looking forward to Mr. MacEntee’s 
speech with the deepest concern, At. the 
moment the Minister is engaged in the 
completing of the details of the Budget. 
There is still no indication as to the date 
of its introduction, but it is likely that it 
will not be so long delayed as it was last 
year, when it was introduced on the 11th 
May. 

The estimates for the year have already 
been published. The total net figure is 
£22 ,039,951, as against the total net figure 
of last year, £21,969,623—an increase of 
£70,526. If this alone represented the 
Minister's problem, it would be compara- 
tively easy, but there have been borrow- 
ings and other expenditure to the extent 
of five or six million pounds, with regard 
to which he will have considerable ex- 
planation to make. 

Mr. MacEntee will, of course, be able 
to call on the Suspense Account set up for 
the receipt of moneys payable to Great 
Britain. In his Budget speech last year 
he indicated that the amount of these 
moneys was £4,799,000 per annum. He 
indicated at that time that the negotia 
tions with regard to the dispute were about 
to be re-opened, and that, if the negotia- 
tions were successful, ‘‘ our budgetary 
position next year will be an easy one.”’ 
The negotiations, of course, have not been 
successful, but the Land Annuities Bill 
probably will be passed by the Senate 
during the present week, and. so the 
Minister will have the Suspense Account 
at his command. 


TAXATION OUTLOOK. 


With regard to taxation for the coming 
year, it is still impossible to say what the 
position may be. Much will depend on 
the report which the Revenue Commis- 
sioners will make on the yield which they 
estimate from the usual taxation sources. 
The yield has been decreasing from year 
to year, and the circumstances of trade 
at the moment, as well as the outlook for 
the next twelve months, are far from re- 
assuring. The increase of 1s. 6d. in the £ 
on the income tax in the last Budget has 
only had effect in so far as half of the 
amount is concerned in the present 
financial year. The second moiety will be 
collected in the coming financial year. 
Rumour is, as usual, busy regarding 
possible increases on various items, but, 
naturally, nothing definite can be said 
with regard to these, 

It appears to be certain that in the 
coming year there will be a drastic cutting 
down of various items of expenditure, 
such as relief works, subsidies, and, of 
course, official salaries. The reduction of 
the grants for the relief of agricultural 
rates has already been indicated, and, 
to judge by the reaction of the farming 
community, it is likely to prove un- 
pleasant for the Government. It was, of 
course, obvious that expenditure at the 
pace set by the Government: last year 
could not continue. 

“THE WHEELS OF 
INDUSTRY ” 

It is of interest to recall that in con- 
cluding his Budget statement last year, 
the Minister referred to the grants-in-aid 
of relief works which had to be made, but 
which would not have to be repeated this 
year, and for these reasons: “ We shall 
then be in the position that it will not 
be necessary to provide any further grants 
of this kind. We shall have set the 
wheels of industry going, broken the 
fallow field with the plough, and provided 
for those who are to-day hungry and hope 
less. the opportunity of earning their 
bread in their own land.”’

JOHANNESBURG, Monday. 

The President, Mr. John Martin, in moving 
the adoption of the reports and accounts at 
the annual meeting of the Transvaal Chamber 
of Mines, held here to-day, said that the 
Transvaal preduction of gold in 1932, of a 
standard value of £49,076,000, was the 
greatest annual output ever recorded. 

Referring to the proceedings of the forth- 
coming world conference on the international 
monetary and economic situation, he said 
that it would certainlv appear to be funda- 
mentally in the interest of South Africa that 
there should be no return by this country to 
the gold standard at the cld parity, that 
any plan for ultimate devaluation should be 
based on a level suited to the needs and 
interests of the primary producers of the 
Union, and that, subject to those essential 
conditions, South African currency - policy 
should maintain the closest association with 
sterling policy. 

The gold mining industry is the economic 
mainstay of South Africa The industry 
makes no plea for escape from its full share 
of responsibility. for maintaining the 
economic solvency and stability of the Union. 
The only appeal it emphasises is that no 
measures be adopted by the Government or 
by any other body that will retard the 
expansion of the imlustry, testrict the mining 
of lower grade ore, or discourage the large 
volume of fresh capital that is available, and 
will, under favourable conditions, be forth- 
coming for the development of the greatest 
material asset that South Africa possesses, 
” Referring to the apprehension that the 
world could or would attempt to do without 
gold as a standard of value, he said he did 
not believe there was ground for uneasiness 
or alarm. 'The breakdown of the international!

8,000 MEN NOW 
AFFECTED. 


BARRICADED ROAD AT 
‘DAGENHAM. 


HE strike at Ford Works, Dagenham, 
which started on Sunday night as a 
protest against wage reductions, spread 
yesterday, and it was stated that only the 
office employés and draughtsmen, to- 
gether with a skeleton staff in other parts 
of the works, were on duty. 

There were lively scenes throughout the 
day, for the long, private road to the 
works was packed with hundreds of men 
and cars, until the police formed a cordon 
and started to clear the road. 


CARPENTERS AT WORK. 


Yard by yard the strikers gave way 
good-naturedly, and as soon as they were 
pressed back over a bridge on the road 
a small army of carpenters drove out of 
the works in lorries, constructing a 12-it. 
wooden barrier right across the. road. 
Then; when the men had been driven back 
to the main road, a second barricade was 
erected’ at the entrance to the Ford road. 

The police had been stationed in par- 
tially-built shops overlooking the private 
road. 

While employés were meeting, occu- 
pants of cars from the works distributed 
bills stating that men returning to work 
by noon, and remaining at work, would be 
paid as from the commencement of the 
morning shift. Many of the bills were 
torn up. 

A representative. of the company met 
the leaders of the strike during the afver- 
noon at Fages Hall, the strikers’ head- 
quarters. It is understood that the men 
wrote down their case for submission to 
representatives of the company. 

As a result of the stoppage of work at 
the Ford factories two other neighbouring 
factories whose work is connected with 
the manufacture of Ford cars are to close 
down. This brings the total number of 


men affected to 8,000.

THE REPLY FOR THE

The case for the defence was concluded 
yesterday, at the trial by Courtmartial at 
Chelsea. of Lieutenant Norman Baillie- 
Stewart, the 24-years-old Seaforth High- 
lander—the ‘‘ officer in the Tower.”’ 

In his evidence last week Lieutenant 
Baillie-Stewart denied the accusation 
against him, under the Official Secrets 
Act, of communicating, or attempting to 
communicate, military secrets to a man In 
Germany—Otto Waldemar Obst. 

He also said that Marie Louise, from 
whom he had received money in letters, 
amounting to £110 in all, was a fair- 
huired girl of 22, with whom he had a love 
affair, and that she sent him money be- 
cause of her infatuation for him. He de- 
clared that he had no idea that either 
Marie Lonise oc Obst, whom he met 
casually, was an agent of the Secret Ser- 
vice of any foreign Power. 


MOTHER’S EVIDENCE. 


The first witness called yesterday was 
Mrs. Elsie Beatrice Wright, mother of the 
accused officer. 

Mrs. Wright, neatly dressed in a black 
hat and black coat, took the oath in a 
quiet voice, and sat in the witness- 
chair, half-facung the members of the 
Court, and half-facing Mr. Parkes as he 
put his questions. She gave an address at 
Southsea. 

She said that her son for some time had 
been in receipt of an allowance of £5 a 
month.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S

The Times in a leading article ‘to-day 
remarks:—The Farm Relief Bill, ba 
which Mr. Roosevelt hopes to bring about 
a recovery in agricultura) prices, is not 
having an easy passage through Congress. 
The bill for the enlistment of an army 
of 250,000 unemployed workers for re- 
afforestation and other conservation pro- 
jects, has had to be partially re-drafted to 
meet some of the objections which it has 
provoked. Other bills in the emergency 
programme which Congress is expected to 
pass during the present session have not 
yet been introduced, but critics are al-

THE HOUSING 
PROBLEM. 


EFFORTS AT ITS 
SOLUTION. 


SENATOR JOHNSON’S 
VIEWS. 


—--—- ¢-—--—- 
Sree THOMAS JOHNSON, in a 


broadcast from Dublin on “Housing 
in the Vities and Towns ” last night, 
referred to the Free State Government's ten 
years housing plan, dealing particularly witb 
the smaller towns in the Free State. 

Senator Johnson said that the Dublin 
housing problem stood out challenging the 
present generation to accomplish what its 
predecessors so often wept over, but cruelly 
neglected. The census report showed that in 
an area covering five register districts of the 
City of Dublin, containing over one-half of 
the city’s total population, 47,000 persons, or 
nearly 30 per cent. of the whole number, 
lived in a density of four or more persons 
pet room. In other countries when more 
than two persons occupied the same room it 
was regarded as overcrowding.. The Dublin 
Corporation was now moving, and intended to 
take full advantage of the facilities of the 
Acts of 1931 and 1932, which not only made 
easier the acquisition of sites for clearance 
schemes, but provided generous financial 
assistance to induce the local authority to 
undertake the task of rehousing slum dwellers. 
At present 1,000 houses were in the course 
of construction by the Corporation, and 
schemes providirg for a further 2,200 houses 
were in a more or less advanced stage of pre- 
paration. In addition to those, since the 
passing of the Act in August last the Depart- 
ment. had issued certificates to persons and 
public utility societies for the erection in the 
City of Dublin of 1.100 houses, almost 500 
of them having been issued since January 
1st. The number of houses built by the 
aid of Government grants in Dublin in the 
year ended March 3lst, 1932, was less than 


COUNTY TOWNS. 


Though Dublin’s problem was notorious, he 
was doubtful whether housing conditions in 
other cities and many of the smaller towns 
were really any better. The 1929 honsing 
survey revealed that there were 135,000 
occupied houses in towns outside the capital 
that ought to be demolished, and another 
5,500 below a _ reasonable standard of 
habitability. The great majority of houses 
in the country towns were at least. eighty to 
one hundred years old. From a quarter to 
one-third of all the houses in the towns were 
unfit for habitation. 

The State now came forward to assist the 
local authority to bear the financial burden 
involved. 

Under the Act of 1932 the State undertook 
to meet two-thirds oí the capital charges. 
This meant, in effect, that at the interest 
rates at present ruling the local authority 
was enabled to borrow money from the Local 
Leans Fund at less than 24 per cent., which 
included the repayment of printipal in thirty- 
five years. Even this generous State subsidy 
would leave some charges to be thrown upon 
the rates. The rents that the tenants were 
able to pay in many cases would be in- 
sufficient to meet more than the remaining 
one-third of the capital charges, leaving the 
cost of repairs, etc., to be met out of the 
town rate. Because of this they found in a 
few places a disinclination on the part of 
members of local councils to carry out their 
plain duty. 


PUBLIC DUTY.

If they built 6,000 
houses in the Saorstat this year, it would

Considerable progiess had been made in 
the assistance of philanthropic associations 
under the 1932 Act in the grants offered to 
public utility societies for those who could 
afford to pay higher rents than the average 
slim-dweller, and grants provided for private 
persons and public utility societies 

When the various facilities offered were 
more fully availed of, they should be able 
to say that the housing problem of their 
towns and cities was on a fair way towards 
solution.

hospital question in County Leitrim 
has been settled at last. me time 
ago, it will be remembered, the Loca! 


Government Department forwarded a report 
received from one of its ca toons suggesting 
that for the purposes of hospital treatment 
the Board should send their surgical patients 
to Sligo, Cavan. and Longford, and that the 
hospital accommodation in the county should 
consist only of the district hospitals in exist- 
ence, as the argument made was that, owing 
to the peculiarities of the county a surgical 
hospital could not be provided at a central 


int. 
P'The Board of Health protested against this 
Suggesticn, and argued that there was no 
reason why Leitrim should not have a county 
surgical hospital as well as the neighbouring 
counties. ey further argued that in asking 
the County Board of Health to send their 
surgical patients to Cavan, Sligo and Long- 
ford the Department were advocating a policy 
to wipe out the county. The Board then re- 
solved to stand against such an insidious 
suggestion, as they described it, and, follow- 
ing a refusal of the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister to hear a, deputation, various 
rotests were made by the supporters of the 

overnment all over the county against the 
treatment which was being meted out to the 
county on this matter. 

The Board had under consideration to-day a 
letter from the Ministry in which it was 
stated that the question of the hospital accom- 
modation in the county was about to be 
solved. The Minister approved of the plans 
for the reconstruction of the Carrick-on- 
Shannon workhouse (a scheme which was 
initiated during the Cumann na nGaedheal 
régime through the instrumentality of the 
late Mr. Patrick Reynolds, T.D.) for the 
purpose of a county home, and suggested that 
an extensive alteration of the buildings at 
Manorhamilton (where the county home and 
county hospital are situated) should be 
carried out for the purpose of converting the 
buildings into a proper county surgical hos- 
pital to meet the needs of the county.

IRISH “SWEEP ” 
PRIZE MONEY. 


ITS CONFISCATION 
SUGGESTED. 


Captain P. MacDonald (Conservative, 
Isle of Wight), in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, asked the Home Secretary 
whether he would consider the confiscation 
of prize money illegally won by British 
subjects in a foreign sweepstake, and 
would: he use such confiscated money 
towards liquidating the debt of the Irish 
Free State to Great Britain. 

Sir John Gilmour—Legislation would be 
required if it were decided to confiscate 
money won in sweepstakes, whether pro- 
moted inside or outside the United King- 
dom. Any question of legislation must 
await the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on Betting. As regards 
sweepstakes in the Irish Free State, a 
special consideration arises, in that the 
Irish Free State Government now takes 
part of the proceeds, and this matter will 
not be overlooked by His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom. 
(Cheers. ) 

Sir W. Davison (Conservative, South 
Kensington) asked the Home Secretary if 
his attention had been drawn to the con- 
tinued drain of large sums of money from 
Great Britain for lotteries in Dublin, 
Rome, Danzig and elsewhere, and would 
he ask the Royal Commission to submit 
an interim report on this and kindred 
matters at an early date, to enable legis- 
lation dealing with the present difficulties 
to be introduced without delay. 

Sir John Gilmour—The answer to the 
first part of the question is in the affirma- 
tive. There appears to be no occasion to 
ask the Royal Commission to submit a 
further interim report. I understand 
that their final recommendations may be 
expected in two or three months’ time. 

ir W. Davison—Is it not desirable that 
the law in this matter should be clarified 
as soon as possible, especially as the Home 
Office has itself given evidence before the 
Royal Commission that the police are 
unable to stop the traffic in ‘ sweep ”’ 
tickets between the Irish Free State and 
this country ?
